SHIPBUILDING, DOCK CONSTRUC- 
TION.—Spain.—A_ bill has been resented by 
the Minister of Marine to the Coftec. provid- 
ing for the reconstruction of the Spanisn 
Navy and Government Yards. The scheme 
of new works at the ports of Ferrol, Car- 
thagena and Carraca (Cadiz) will involve an 
expenditure of 17,780,040 pesetas (about $3,- 
and 170,550,000 pesetas (about $34,- 
110,000) is required for other works and new 
ships of war, the total contemplated expen- 
diture amounting to 18,680,000  pesetas 
(about $39,736,000.) Foreign aid is to be 
sought for the execution of the shipbuilding 
programme, but under conditions calculated 
to interfere as little as possible with the 
employment of Spanish materials under 
Spanish supervision. 

ELECTRIC-LIGHTING SYSTEM. — Man- 
churia.—W. D. Straight, U. S. Consul-Gen- 
eral at Mukden, reports as follows: The Chi- 
nese Merchants’ Guild of Mukden intends to 
undertake the installation of an _ electric- 
lighting system for that city and has re- 
quested the submission of bids for the work. 
A local Japanese concern has already of- 
fered to install the system for the sum of 
$95,000 gold. While it is impossible to give 
the street mileage of Mukden, the circum- 
ference of the outer wall is about ten miles 
and roads traverse the city in all directions, 
so that the public lights, together with those 
that will be installed by all the ‘leading 
hongs and official buildings, will constitute 
a very extensive system, and the contract 
for the work will be unusually large and 
profitable. Are lights will be used for the 
principal avenues and buildings and bulbs 
for the suburbs of the city. Americans de- 
sirous of submitting bids for the work should 
take immediate action. It is stated that the 
introduction of electric lighting is also 
planned at Kirin, while other important cit- 
ies of Manchuria will undoubtedly undertake 
similar enterprises in the near future. It 
would therefore be advisable for manufac- 
turers of electrical supplies to maintain rep- 
resentatives in Manchuria who could visit 
the large cities and interview the officials 
and merchants for the purpose of encourag- 
ing them to install electric-lighting systems, 
and could be on the spot should bids be re- 
quested for the work 

SUBWAY.—Argentina.—We are advised by 
F. A. Wardlaw, of Buenos Aires, that it is 
proposed to construct a system of municipal 
underground railways in Buenos Aires, -the 
general capital of Argentina. The first bids 
to be called for will embrace the construction 
of tunnels, stations and roadbed complete of 
two double-track lines; also the supply of 
all necessary rolling stock, power-house, 
transmission system, shops and warehouses 
The lines to be constructed under these bids 
will connect (a) Plaza Once de Setiembre

The roadbed is to be laid on quebracho ties 
and will have 100-lb. rails. The contractor 
must transport all dirt removed from tun- 
nel excavations to Flores for the use of the 
municipality. Nearly all the soil to be en- 
countered in building tunnels and stations 
will be of a compact reddish clay, that will 
maintain its shape and position in tunnels, 
excepting at the connection with the Port 
Railways where the land is filled in. The 
line connecting Plaza Once de Setiembre and 
Plaza de Mayo will cross above the line con- 
necting Plaza Constitucion and the Retiro. 
A station will be built for each line at this 
point where four elevators will be installed 
Lines connecting with the Port Railways and 
steam railway stations will be built in cuts 
and in the former case will pass over the 
large water ducts between the city and the 
Port. The gage will be 5 ft. 6 ins. and each 
tunnel will have double tracks, except at the 
stations, or in special cases, where it may be 
found convenient to have more than two 
tracks, or to construct tunnels for one track 
only. On each line there will be seven sta- 
tions of general+type and six special ones, 
the latter being that at Plazas Constitucion, 
Mayo and Once de Setiembre, Avenida Cal 
lao, Retiro ‘and at the crossing of the two 
lines at Avenida de Mayo. The length of the 
platforms are to be not less than 84 yds 
The road shall be provided with the most 
modern system of automatic signals. Work 
is to be commenced simultaneously at the 
principal stations named above excepting the 
section between Avenida de Mayo and Re- 
tiro. It is estimated that the —_ including 
all construction and the cost of the power- 
house will average $1,146.150, complete and 
ready for service. 

After the two principal routes have been 
constructed it is proposed to build an un- 
derground line to Belgrano, Villa Ortuzar, 
Flores, Barracas, and through various 
streets of the city,
